Beckert Says 


He Won’t Quit 


As GOP Head 


Reports that Paul R. Beckert 
will step down as chairman of the 
Bucks County Republican Organ­ 
ization in order to pave the way 
for a judgeship were denied to­ 
day by Beckert. 
Beckert, who is also district at­ 
torney, is one of the candidates 
favored by the Bucks County Bar 
Association for a possible new 
judgeship. 


The state legislature, however, 
has to act on two bills, (me which 
would create an Orphan’s Court, 
the other, a fifth Common Pleas 
judgeship, in Bucks County. 


“New To Me” 


Beckert said that such reports 
are “news to me.” Party leaders 
close to the county chairman also 
scoffed at the report. They say 
although the bills have been in­ 
troduced, it may take several 
months for them to be passed 
In order to receive the judge­ 
ship, Beckert would have to be 
endorsed by the county bar as 
sociation and his own party. The 
appointment would then be up to 
Governor William W. Scranton. 


Beckert’s term as County Chair­ 
man expires June 1964. 
“If Drafted” 


Representatives Alan D. 
Wil­ 
liams said today that he would 
be willing to succeed Beckert as 
chairman “if drafted.” 
However, Williams denied that 
Beckert’s resignation was immi­ 
nent. 
“Paul Beckert is chairman of 
the party and intends to keep it,” 
Williams said. The legislator said 
that he would not actively seek 
the chairmanship in case Beck­ 
e d should resign. 
Another candidate mentioned a» 
Beckert’s successor is State Com­ 
mitteeman Dr. George W. Shaffer. 
He has been tagged as a “har­ 
mony” selection. 
Amid the bitter intra-party fight 
last Spring, Dr. Shaffer ran unop­ 
posed for the state committee 
post. However, he did not receive 
the backing of the Republican Al­ 
liance and ran far behind the vic­ 
torious Alliance candidates. 


Opposes Williams 


Dr. Shaffer, who lives in Bloom­ 
ing Glen in Upper Bucks. op­ 
poses Williams’ leadership.

The c r a s h occurred in the 
Wescr River estuary leading to

fog. rammed into the wrecks of 
the Soviet freighter.

The hundreds of passengers— 
many of them unshaven and hur­ 
riedly dressed — clambered to 
the decks and were lowered in 
lifeboats into the freezing North 
Sea waters.

For Hijackers 


CARACAS. Venezuela ‘UPL — 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro's re­ 
gime offered asylum today to the 
Communists who hijacked the Ve­ 
nezuelan freighter Anzoatcgui. 


A broadcast by Havana Radio 
said the vessel, seized by a group 
of Venezuelan Reds in the Carib­ 
bean Wednesday, had not entered 
any Cuban port. It was spotted 
yesterday by patrolling U.S. Navy 
planes. 
But the broadcast said that if 
it did. the Castro government was 
prepared to shelter any of the Ve­ 
nezuelan revolutionaries and crew 
members tho ask political asy­ 
lum. 
The broadcast added that the 
ship and (he rest of the crew 
would be “placed at the disposi­ 
tion of the secretary general of the 
United Nations.”
